They 
have la bored hard, practiced economy and 
industry, and yet at the end of the ear 
they find themselves in debt. Natur ly, 
they ask why it is that men in other ] nes 
of business prosper while they grow j por- 
er every year. It is a natural question 
for them to ask. 

“So far as our condition is attributhble 
to bad legislation, it is due to th re- 
publican party. So far as it is to the re 
sults of the war, we must bear it. But 
I believe it is attributable to bad laws. 
That we have not had better laws is not 
the fault of the democratic party. Some 
of the farmers propose a new party, but 
I say to you no new party can remedy the 
condition. It must be through the demo- 
cratic purty. They say we want more 
money. We do. But do you know. that 
we have more money than we have ever 
had before. There may be a large ami unt 
of money in circulation in the cour try, 
but a small amount in some of the st; tes.

You can’t keep enough money in Geos 
under our present system of taxa#on. 
The chief cause of our trouble ia the 
protective tariff laws. The tariff is a tax; 
more than a million dollars is collected 
under it daily. It all comes from the 
pockets of the people.”

Speaker Crisp explained the acts of the 
tariff by citing the case of a Floyd county 
farmer who might take 100 bales of cot- 
ton to Liverpool. He traded his cotton 
with a Liverpool merchant for goods, get- 
ting for his cotton 10 cents a pound. He 
got $5,000 worth of goods in exche age 
for his cotton. Then he brings his g ods 
back to Savannah. There he is met hy a 
collector of customs, who forces hin: to 
pay 50 per cent duty on the goods. 1 T0 
bring them in he must pay 32.500 of 

duty. 

“The republicans say the foreigner pays 
the duty, but you see he does not. You 
pay it, Half of your product is taken 
every year in that way. Bears 

“You may say that you do not buy 
foreign goods, but this tax is put on 
foreign goods to protect the manufacturer 
here. If you do not buy the foreign goods, 
you pay the tax just the same. You pay 
the same price, and the difference goes 
into the pockets of the protected manu- 
facturer. 

“The people of Georgia pay about one 
million, eight hundred thousand do ars 
annually as a tariff tax. Thus the G bor- 
gia people pay about ten dollars (ach 
annually. This money either goes tothe 
government as custom duties, or it 
into the pockets of the protected u- 
facturers. It goes out of Georgia, and 
drains you of what you have. Is it'a 
wonder that you have any money at all, 
after this has been going on for years?

pensions. None of that ever comes back.

Then 
the people are confident that their sur- 
mises are correct, and the town’s stock in 
the company is donated to it in a moment 
of enthusiasm. . .

In Georgian Fach supreme court judge has 
this year had to write the opinions in over two 
hundred cases, Michigan ranks next, each 
judge writing ningty opinions.
